Witness put on the footbrakes, 
declutched and steered slightly to the left, 
but his car collided with the rear of the ‘bus. 
The estimate for repairs was £93 10s. 

The defence was that. the accident was due 
to the negligence of the plaintiff, who had not 
effective control of the.car, because of which 
it collided with the ‘bus and sustained the 
damage. complained of. 

The Judge, in ‘Udideite the case, held 
that the driver of the ‘bus signalled that he 
was about to stop, and that the plaintiff, who 
was travelling at a greater speed than he 
hefieves he was, did not see _ signal.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR H. J. 
SEYMOUR. 


“Scenery in the Making,” was the subject 

of a lecture which was delivered Jast night 
in the Architects’ Hall, 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, to the members of the Engineering 
and Scientific Society of Ireland, by Professor 
H. J, Seymour, B.Sc., F.G.S., of University 
College, Dublin. 
_ The chject of the lecture was to try and 
impart some technical information as to how 
the features of the topography of this and other 
countries, which they usually termed scenery, 
came into being. 

Generally speaking, said Professor Sey- 
mour, the term scenery might be eithne a

DIVORCE AND DECREES OF: 
NULLITY. bat 
ba eases 


LECTURE. BY THE VERY REY. DR. 
BROWNE. 

** Does the Church Grant Divorce to the 
Rich?” was the title of a lecture delivered 
by the Very Aev: Dr: Browne, D.©.L., May- 
nooth, in the Town Hall, Wexford, on Sun- 
day night, under the auspices of the Catholic 
Lecture Association. The lecturer said that 
the Pope never had granted a divorce, no 
matter what be the cost, if it Were shown 
that the marriage was valid. 


Dr. Browne referred to the attitude of the | 


Catholic Church in regard’ to decrees of 
nullity. The Catholic Church, he said, 
certainly granted. decrees ‘of ~ nullity. 
That declarations» of «nullity were the 
same as divorce was a grave misrepre- 
sentation and a falsehood: A declaration of; 
nullity was a statement of the fact that an 


apparent marriage was not legal or binding. | 


Declarations of nullity were not contrary to 
the indissolubility or sanctity of marriage. 
Some people thought that declarations of 
nullity were a kind of Papal invention or 
device to get rid of marriage. Anyone 
who maintained . that such ‘declarations 
were similar to divorce, was ‘ignorant. of 
law, and, in particular, of English law; 
because English law recognised the two pro- | 
cedures, There were cases under the English 
law in which a marriage was declared 
null and. void, because at the time the 
marriage was contracted. the parties were 
under age and had not obtained the consent 
of their guardians. 

Protestants stated that. it was quite an 
easy thing to obtain declarations ‘of nullity, 
and particularly in cases where the people 
concerned were wealthy. Anyone who knew 
anything about the laws of the Church or 
tried to know them could not make such a 
statement, as it was a pure undiluted false- 
hood. It was not easy to get a declaration 
of nullity, and wealth or poverty did not 
make it easier or harder. ealth or poverty 
did not enter into the matter, The Court 
which dealt with petitions could not decide 
until it was proved conclusively that the 
marriage was not valid,

Canada, in many respects, occupies a 
unique position in our thoughts and 
esteem. When Arthur Griffith and Michael 
Collins were negotiating our Treaty in 1921 
they looked to Canada as the great example 
of self-government and progress amongst 
‘the Dominions. Our constitutional status 
in the Commonwealth is defined in that 
Treaty by reference to Canada, and it is 
specifically laid down in Article 2°that the 
positiqn. of the Irish Free State in- relation 
to the Imperial Parliament and  Govern- 
ment and otherwise shall be that of the 
Dominion. of Canada, and that the law, 
practice and constitutional usage governing 
the relaionship of the Crown. or,the repre- 
sentative of the Crown and of the Imperial 
Parliament to the Dominion of Canada 
shall govern their relationship to the Irish 
Free State. 


CANADA AS GUIDE. 


Thus we began our career as a member 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations 
with Canada as our guide and our 
example; she has given us the benefit of 
her counse] and encouragement on many 
occasions since; we haye together con- 
tributed something towards the develop- 
ment of those free institutions which are 
the basis of the relationship that exists 
between the various members of that 
Commonwealth, and out of which flows 
that good-will which enables the several 
autonomous communities of which it is

operation for the common good. 

In Canada many. of our race have made 
their home and have risen to eminence in 
business and in the professions. In the 
early days of Canada’s progress we find 
the riame of Thomas D’Arcy McGee 
written large on the page of her constitu- 
tional history. The name of Shaughnessy 
is associated with her great railway 
system. She has had Ministers and 
magnates of Irish blood and descent.

THE GUEST. 


Mr. Bennett is the Prime Minister of a 
country more than one hundred times the 
size of Ireland, a country with vast rivers 
and lakes teeming with fish, with fertile 
prairies and almost inexhaustible wheat 
lands, with mighty forests and an abund- 
ance of mineral wealth. She is only at the 
commencement of her destiny. Her 
resources have but begun to be tapped. 
She- may from time to time feel the 
draught ‘of world depression—no country 
can hope to escape completely unscathed— 
but. such draughts will be but the passing 
wind which drives away the clouds. 

In Mr. Bennett we have an example of 
the grit and perseverance which has gone 
to the making of Canada.

He 
ved up to a remarkably high standard of 
play, and it was ‘always expected of him. 
Jones's win in the British Open Champion- 
ship at Hoylake was, perhaps, the most out- 
sanding success of the great player. 
Having made the first definite step towards 
his ultimate goal by winning the British 
Amateur title at St. Andrews in May, Jones 
found himself attacked fiercely by one oi 
Britain's greatest golfers, Archie Compston. 
The latter. in going round the St. Andrews 
links in 68 in his third round, raised the 
hopes of the home country, for here was a 
home-bred player likely to stem the progress 
of the world’s finest amateur.

game as a Whole.”

T...J. A. Maguire, County Medical 
Officer of Health, endorsed, im evidence, a 
report which he had submitted-to the Free 
State Miuistry for Local Goverament, in 
which he described the existing system of 
aspen draitis close te the outskirts of the 
town. .'The drains were, clogged and the 
sewage ‘thet:ih was stagnant and emitted a 
foul odour, which was bound to injure the 
health of the inhabitants. The residents 
in the vicinity could not-keep their windows 
open. . 

Dr. E. P. Jones# Medical Officer of Health, 
stated that there. had been one serious 
epidemic of diphtheria in the town. Diphtheria 
was endemic in the-town, and tnere were 
three cases in the hospital at present. 


: FAIRS ON STREETS. 

Tó Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C (for the 
Board .of Health)—The ‘hoidjmg of fairs on 
the public: streets resulted in a..coating of 
several mches of filth on fair days and the 
days following that: was injurious to the 
‘public health, but a scheme for the provision 
of a fair green had been resisted by the, 
people ‘of the town. and: defeated. He under- 
stood that the Opposition to the fair green 
project cume from the licensed traders.

Some valuable information is eontained “in 
the “ Report on Sugar Beet Experiments, 
1929,” conducted by the Free State Depart- 
ment oí Agriculture, and published. by the 
Stationery Office, Dublin, Apvended is. a 
summary of the results of the principal] 
experiments :— ' 


VARIETY TESTS. 

In the variety experiments conducted by the 
agricultural instructors the Kuhn (P) variety 
was slightly superior both in yield and sugar 
conteilt to the Klein-Wanzleben (Z) variety. 
The Schreiber (SS) variety was inferiér as 
regards vield, but equal as regards sugar con- 
tent to the Klein- Wanzleben (7) variety. The 
(E) strain of the Klein-Wanzleben variety fro- 
duced a yield slightly higher than of the (Z) 
strain of this variety, but this result was 
counter-balanced to a considerable extent by 
the lower sugar content of the (EK) strain. 

The Kuhn (P) variety was superior to the 
other three varieties as regards the yield of 
sugar and the cash value of the crop per «cre. 


MANURIAL TRIALS. 

In the manurial trials conducted by the agri- 
cultural instructors the standard dressing of 
artificial manures consisting of 4 ewt. super- 
meas 6 per cent.), 4 cwt. kainit, and 

1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia per statute ‘acre, 
applied immediately before sowing the sugar 
beet seed, gave quite satisia“ory returns as 
compared with the results obtained from cer-

begs can be further reduced by storing the beet 
in a narrow clamp. sheltered from sun and.
